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Incinerator reprieve delights village battlers 


CAMPAIGNERS battling against a 
£120 million waste incinerator could 
have up to another 12 months to 
fight the scheme after a public 
inquiry was ordered. 

Secretary of State for communities and 
local government Eric Pickles made the 
decision last week over the controversial 
EnviRecover, in Hartlebury. 

The move comes just weeks after the 
proposals from Mercia Waste Manage¬ 
ment were approved by Worcestershire 
County Council and the Environment 
Agency. 

Protest group Worcestershire Resi¬ 
dents against Incineration and Landfill

(Wail) say they are “absolutely delighted” 
with the news and have renewed confi¬ 
dence that they can defeat the bid. 

Wail chairman Ray Kirby said he 
expected the inquiry process to take up to 
12 months. 

"We are over the moon that the decision 
has been called in as it means that the 
various issues that we have tried to high¬ 
light in our objection document have 
proven to merit scrutiny at an independ¬ 
ent enquiry” he said. 

“We are confident that we can now 
bring all the facts to the table and over¬ 


turn the decision to put an incinerator in 
Hartlebury. Wail still insists that there 
are far more cost effective means of dis¬ 
posing of the county’s waste.” 

The campaign group, which claims the 
giant burner will be a blot on the land¬ 
scape of Hartlebury will now employ 
experts to help argue its case during the 
inquiry. 

Evidence 

The inspector will look at issues around 
the building in a green belt and whether 
the incinerator would fit in with national 
recycling policies. 

More than 2,300 protesters signed a 
petition and 1,100 letters of objection 


were sent, leading Wail to produce a 500 
page dossier of reasons why the develop¬ 
ment should not go ahead. 

Mercia Waste say the incinerator will 
create up to 30 permanent jobs in the 
area as it converts 200,000 tons of waste 
from Hereford and Worcestershire each 
year. 

John Plant, Mercia Waste director, 
said: “We will provide whatever evidence 
the Secretary of State needs in order to 
ensure he has sufficient information to 
make a decision. 

“We hope that Mr Pickles will ulti¬ 
mately support the locally-elected coun¬ 
cillors in their decision to effectively 
approve the planning application.” 


HELPLESS AS 
MY GIRL DIED

T HE boyfriend of a 
young Bewdley 
woman who died 
in a riverboarding acci¬ 
dent told an inquest 
this week of the 
moment he saw her 
become trapped. 

Jonathan Armour wept 
as he described seeing 21- 
year-old Emily Jordan 
signal for help when she 
got stuck under a rock . 

Miss Jordan, of Trimpley, 
died in the Kawarau river 
gorge, in New Zealand’s South 
Island, on April 29, 2008. 

Mr Armour told a jury at 
Smethwick Council House on 
Monday that Miss Jordan had 
got into difficulty around a 
large rock in the middle of a 
fast-flowing river. 

Guides from Mad Dog River 
Boarding had told the 10 par¬ 
ticipants to avoid the rock by 
steering their three-foot 
board to the right by kicking 
their feet, said Mr Armour. 

Miss Jordan and another 
woman were struggling to 
stay on their boards, he said. 

“Emily fell off the board and 
was struggling to get back on 
it. I went over to her. I pulled 
her back on her board, but by 
this point she had gone too far 
towards the rock. 

“A guide made his way over 
and shoved me to one side.” 


Mr Armour said partici¬ 
pants were taken to a cove and 
watched rescuers struggle for 
20 minutes to pull out law 
graduate Miss Jordan, who 
was a six-month tour round 
the world with him. 

“At this point I don’t know 
if I went over the rock, but I 
know that Emily went on the 
other side towards the rock.” 

He and Miss Jordan had 
both been students at Swan¬ 
sea University, the inquest 
heard. 

Black Sheep Adventures 
Ltd, which trades as Mad Dog 
River Boarding, was ordered 
to pay £33,500 compensation 
to Miss Jordan’s family and a 
£27,600 fine after pleading 
guilty to two charges of failing 
to ensure the safety of its cus¬ 
tomers. 

Concerns 

Black Country Coroner 
Robin Balmain was told that 
Black Sheep did not stock 
basic equipment which could 
have saved Miss Jordan. 

A safety vest worn by Miss 
Jordan, aged 21, was “not fit 
for purpose” 

Concerns have also been 
raised that Miss Jordan, a 
qualified scuba diver, was not 
trained properly by staff or 
made aware of the potential 
dangers. 

The inquest was told that 
none of the guides was carry¬ 
ing a rope, which could have 


been used to rescue Miss 
Jordan. 

Instead, she struggled for 
15 minutes before she was 
dragged out of the water. 

A report on the accident by 
Ronald Calder, a member of 
the authority Maritime New 
Zealand, said the vest was 
“not fit for the purpose of river 
boarding”. 

He said it did not provide 
enough protection and would 
cause someone unconscious to 
float face-down. 

A statement by Mad Dog 
River Boarding Guide Joshua 
Moore, read out to the inquest 
jury by Mr Balmain, said that 
up to six staff were pulling at 
Miss Jordan’s arms for 15 
minutes before a rope was 
brought. 

The rope was then tied 
around her upper body and 
three or four minutes later 
she was dragged from under 
the rock 

But she was pronounced 
dead at the scene, the jury was 
told. 

Mr Calder’s report on the 
accident said: “The rope is an 
essential piece of equipment 
and there is no excuse for not 
carrying one.” 

At the end of the hearing Mr 
Balmain sent the jurors out 
and told them the only verdict 
they could reasonably reach 
was misadventure. 

The jury then retired.

CCTV to film 
lorries hitting 
canal bridge 

A CCTV camera is to be fitted to a 
Wyre Forest bridge in a bid to catch 
drivers who crash into it and then drive 
off. 

British Waterways bosses hope film 
footage can be used to trace drivers who 
damage the bridge over the Stafford¬ 
shire & Worcestershire Canal at Caun- 
sall, near Kidderminster, so they can 
claim back the cost of repairs. 

Officials say they are forced to spend 
up to £30,000 each time Caunsall 
Bridge is struck by a lorry. 

If the camera trial is successful, it 
could be rolled out at bridges across the 
country. 

Plans to install the CCTV system, 
which will be powered by small solar 
panels and fitted to 19ft pole, have been 
submitted to Wyre Forest District 
Council.

A report says the bridge in Caunsall 
Road has been regularly struck by 
heavy vehicles and has been repaired 
numerous times. 

“This is dangerous to canal and road 
users, and the repairs have proven very 
costly to British Waterways”, said BW 
spokesman Steven Hardy. 

Major repairs had been carried out on 
the bridge three times in five years due 
to damage caused by lorries, and there 
have also been more minor incidents. 

“Hopefully this camera will help us to 
claim back the repair costs. It is also a 
trial for other areas,” Mr Hardy added.

A KIDDERMINSTER rugby player and firefighter who searched for sur¬ 
vivors in Japan is preparing for his next task - a three-week trip to Africa. 
Dudley watch commander Russ Gauden, aged 39, was part of the Interna¬ 
tional Search and Rescue Team that volunteered to help in the disaster-hit 
northern region of Japan following the earthquake and tsunami. 

The Kidderminster Carolians player, who lives in Kinver, is now going to Tanzania, 
in east Africa, for the third time to help build an orphanage and to train the fire service 
there. The six-strong West Midlands Fire Service team head out in June to help con¬ 
struct a physiotherapy unit at a Salvation Army orphanage in the coastal city of Dar 
Es Salaam. 


Firefighters from all 
across the West Midlands 
volunteer to go and are put 
on a waiting list. Once there, 
the firefighters also work 
with a team called Night 
Support, which is the Tan¬ 
zanian version of the fire 
service, teaching them how 
to deal with different inci¬ 
dents. 

All training is carried out 
to UK standards but Mr 
Gauden said their equip¬ 
ment and engines were at 
least 10 years behind those 
used here.

He added: “There is a huge 
variation in the kinds of 
places they cover. 

“It can range from shanty 
towns to the American 
embassy where ambassa¬ 
dors are staying, and they 
cover a patch three times as 
big as Birmingham.

I’ve hardly ever had a day 
off, although there was one occasion 
when I was off when I broke my ankle. 

Cyril added: “Margaret and I are 
moving to Portishead, where our 
daughters, Kathryn and Rebecca, now 
live.

Alfa revives a pedigree with 


chic and charisma 


A S ALFA ROMEO prepares to 
celebrate its 100th anniver¬ 
sary in June, the Italian firm’s 
latest model revives one of the 
most evocative names from its glo¬ 
rious past: The Giulietta. 

Few car companies can match Alfa 
Romeo for sporting pedigree and it 
remains by some distance the most 
glamorous of the mainstream marques. 

But pedigree and glamour count for little 
unless you are shifting metal - and these 
days loss-making Alfa needs to start selling 
more cars in order to remain viable. 

With that in mind the Turin-based firm has 
revived the Giulietta, one of the most charis¬ 
matic names from its distinguished heritage, 
to do battle in the cut-throat mid-sized 
hatchback sector of the market. 

While Alfas of old were traditionally all 
about driver appeal and effortless chic, 
these days the more workmanlike qualities 
of solidity and reliability are required too. 

Still, there’s enough Italian flair and style 
about the design of the Giulietta to keep the 
most ardent of Alfisti happy, from the chis¬ 
elled front, with its 8C-style compact grille, 
to the elegantly rounded proportions of the 
rear. 

From the side, it admittedly resembles a 
SEAT Leon but then that was designed by

Alfa old boy Walter de’Silva anyway. 

The new Giulietta is some 16 per cent 
bigger than its predecessor, the 147, which 
probably does not count for much, as space 
was never a plus point in the former. 

The Giulietta does feel slightly tight for 
space in the back but at least there’s a 
decent sized boot, which you open by 
pressing the Alfa badge. 

The cabin is not as dramatic as that of the 
Brera, or even the 159, but is nevertheless 
stylish and distinguished by a row of cen¬ 
trally located toggle switches with a 
designer feel. 

Interior quality looks decent, though you’d 
ideally need to own one for a few months to 
see if it remained free of rattles and squeaks. 

The leather seats in the test car, a top-of- 
the-range 170hp Veloce 2.0 litre diesel, were 
good and I found it easy to get comfortable 
behind the wheel - something that could not 
be said of every Alfa in the past. 

If, like me, you tend to associate Alfas with 
revvy engines and light, deft steering, you’ll 
find neither present in the Veloce diesel. The 
soundtrack from under the bonnet is more 
mundane, while the steering is accurate but 
on the weighty side - and it gets even 


heavier if you press the Dynamic button on 
the “DNA” selector panel. 

This panel, under the centre console, 
offers a choice of three driver settings, 
depending on road conditions. 

The “A” position is for adverse weather 
conditions, while the default setting is “N” 
for normal. “D” for is “Dynamic” and 
employed when drivers wish to press on. 

The throttle response becomes notably 
sharper and the car feels far quicker when 
this setting is engaged. 

Not everyone will appreciate the extra 
steering weight that comes into play, 
however, and none of the settings can be 
customised. 

All models in the Giulietta range benefit 
from Alfa’s clever electronic Q2 differential 
which adjusts the power directed to the front 
wheels to boost traction through bends. 

Competitive 


to over 20,000 miles. Insurance for the 
170hp model is group 25 out of 50 but this 
falls to group 20 if the 140hp model is 
chosen, and it’s only slightly less quick. 

The Giulietta feels solid and assured on 
the road rather than nervous and flighty. 
Ride quality is good and the car makes a 
decent fist of soaking up the bumps. 

Too often in the past Alfas have repre¬ 
sented the triumph of style over substance 
with poor reliability and inferior build quality 
leading to catastrophic residual values. 

But the firm looks to be turning things 
round with cars like the MiTo and now the 
Giulietta. It’s still too early to 
tell whether the Giuli¬ 


etta has the staying power to transform the 
fortunes of the loss-making, Fiat-owned 
brand - but it certainly possesses enough 
panache to appeal as an alternative to the 
ubiquitous Focus, Golf or Astra hatchback 
offerings. There are plenty of other “bou¬ 
tique” offerings in this sector, however, 
ranging from the excellent value Citroen DS3 
and forthcoming DS4 to Audi’s A1 and VW’s 
shapely Scirocco. 

Alfa Romeo expects diesel Giuliettas to 
outsell petrol models in the UK, to the sort of 
driver who has to buy with the head as well 
i the heart. 

But if you

In the 
under-20 years section she made 
her way into the final with a series 
of good wins, including an excel¬ 
lent domination of one of her main 
British rivals, but her Liverpool 
opponent in the final, her biggest 
rival, was just able to secure the 
top grip she needed and was able 
to win and leave Sarah with the 
silver medal.
